The military high command an- 
nounced today that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur will have operational

Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman 
of the joint chiefs, was asked 
whether Communism could be 
stopped at the borders of China 
with American aid. He replied 
this was primarily a State Depart- 
ment decision and then volun- 
teered the statement that the top 
secret report has n submitted. 


Pacific Command Change. 


Adm. Forest P. Sherman, the 
chief of naval operations, said 


joint chiefs ordered a change in 
the Pacific command structure to 
“reaffirm and clarify” relations 
between naval forces and Gen. 
MacArthur’s occupation head- 
quarters. 

“When the western Pacific 
naval forces are in Japanese wa- 


naval forees which 
maintained in the Pacific. 

“It is our plan to keep the Pa- 
cific fleet as strong as we can 
within the total forces we have,”

service. There probably will be 
no action to disconnect the tele- 
phones until the 15-day period for 
filing an appeal from the Supreme 
Court’s ruling expires. The court's 
mandate, on which formal action 
may be taken, will not be issued 
until the appeal period ends.

Pioneer phones would be re- 
moved as soon as notice of the 
Supreme Court’s ruling and in- 
structions for proceeding under a 
Public Service Commission order 
are received. 

“You can be assured the tele- 
phone company won't delay ac- 
tion,” the spokesman said.) 

The court’s ruling made abso- 
lute the preliminary writ granted 
on application of Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor, who contended 
that sole jurisdiction involving 
telephone service was in the 
hands of the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission, and not the cir- 
cuit court. In arguments before 
the Supreme Court last. month, 
the Attorney General pointed out 
that Pioneer made no effort to 
obtain restoration of its phone 
service through the commission. 

Judge Nangle’s contention that 
the writ was not a proper method 
of procedure was overruled by 
the Supreme Court. “The law 
vested in the Public Service Com- 
mission gives extensive control 
over utilities and the commission 
has the power to determine such 
matters,” the court ruled.

Behncke said that the C.A.B., 
which makes the rules and inves- 
tigates air accidents, “cannot be 
relied upon to investigate them- 
selves in the event of accidents 
and they could not be relied upon 


Hickerson declared at a press to come forth with causes of acci- 


dents and safety recommendations 
that might, and in all probability 
would, reveal their own short- 
comings, their own laxities and 
their own inactivity respecting air 
safety.”

Following a short association 
with Mercantile Trust Co., as a 
vice president, Wade resigned 
from the bank, bought a seat on 
the St. Louis Stock Exchange and 
organized the investment broker- 
age firm of Festus J. Wade Jr. 
& Co. in 1929. It was through 
this firm that the late Richard 
Murphy, School Board member, 
sold more than $100,000 in stocks 
of the Real Estate Equity Co., a 
speculative firm promoted by 
Wade, Murphy and the late Hen- 
ry J. Gerling, superintendent of 
instruction, to school rélief funds. 
Gerling was ousted from the 
school, system in 1940 because of 
the speculative ventures. Invest- 
ors eventually received about 30 
cents on the dollar through 
liquidation. 

Wade and his present wife were 
married in 1941 at the home of 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. James 
T. Caradine, 30 Portland place. 
The widow of Chester E. Wright, 
a World War I aviator, she had 
organized her own real estate 
firm, specializing in the sale of 
large estates in St. Louis county.

Johnson told a press conference 
the United States may be ahead 
of other nations in developing the 
atomic and hydrogen bombs. 

“But Tm afraid we are behind 
Russia in ‘the ability to deliver 
our explosives in battle,” he said, 
adding: “The three services each 
has a missile program of its own 
—but, as yet, no really worthwhile 
guided missile. 

“Publicity about some of our 
rocket. research has created a 
largely false impression that we 
have missiles which would be 
used in defense of this country. 
As of now, we have none.“ 


Johnson criticized the armed 
services in charging that the bulk 
of defense spending—five years 
after ‘World War II—"“is still go- 
ing for weapons originally de- 
signed to help us win that war.” 

The missile program, he said, is 
only an “obscure item” in the de- 
fense budget. 

He proposed that the Army, 
Navy and Air Force combine their 
“hest scientific brains” in a re- 
search program which will work 
out guided missile problems on a 
joint basis—and not separately. 

The lag in guided missile de- 
velopment; Johnson said, 
mean that “much of the effec-. 
tiveness and usefulness” of. the 
hydrogen bomb, when developed, 
would be nullified. : 

“If a guided missile warfare 
should begin within the next two 
or three years,” he said, ““we—at 
our present rate—would be very 
feebl participants.

Taft's Expensive Bill. 


In many instances the so-called 
training is merely an excuse for 
the .veteran to draw $120 a 
month, which is the allowance for 
a married veteran with two de- 
pendents.

Since both the G.I. allowance and 
the benefit are free of federal 
income tax, he may have a larger 
net income this way than -he 
would on a payroll. 


The President is expected to 
use the report as the basis for a 
message to Congress suggesting 
an end be put to the worst abuses 
by legislative action.

Patching Linoleum. 


NE of the things that made 
this country great was that 
most people agreed it was bet- 
ter to patch than to throw away, 
and this goes for linoleum as 
well as for a pair of pants. 

When floor linoleum becomes 
worn through, patching it up is 
very simple, even easier than 
patching a pair of pants with a 

boy in them. 

First of all you need a new 
piece. of linoleum the same color 
as the old and slightly larger than 
the area to be patched. Place this 
right over the worn spot and 
then take a sharp knife and cut 
along the edges of the patch and 
right through the linoleum under 
it. The idea here is that by 
cutting both the patch and the 
worn out spot at the same time,

remove the worn piece, clean the 
floor and apply the linoleum ce- 
ment. Put the patch don and 
force it in place. Any cement that 
oozes up around the edges can be 
removed with a little turpentine.
